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Number 40 bus to run until March 


BUT OTHER LOCAL BUSES TO RUN REDUCED SERVICE BETWEEN CHRISTMAS AND NEW YEAR 


THE Dorset County Council run No 40 
bus between Bridport and Yeovil will 
continue to operate until March, but 
Beaminster Town Council is also look¬ 
ing at their own community transport 
options. 

Cllr Chris Turner, chairman on Beaminster 
Town Council, announced at a recent town 
council meeting that plans are underway for a 
bus to run in the Beaminster area on Satur¬ 
days. 

The No 40 bus - which runs between Bridport 
and Yeovil College from Monday to Friday - 
was scheduled to be in place until the end of the 
year, but will now run until March 29th. 

First Bus’ No 6 service between Bridport Hos¬ 
pital and Yeovil will also continue but will not 
run for 10 days over the Christmas period. 

Cllr Daryl Turner, county council cabinet 
member for the natural and built environment, 
said: “This decision will allow time for the ser¬ 
vice 6 to settle in and for the development of a 
community-led transport solution.” 

Cllr Turner said that they currently have 
three volunteers willing to drive a bus around 
the Beaminster area - which is likely to be a 
hired 16-seater mini bus - who will have to un¬ 
dertake a mini bus driver awareness training 
course. 

He reported that the set-up cost, with hiring a 
vehicle, insurance, registering the route and 
gaining a permit to allow them to drive a bus 
collecting people on route, will be between £300 
to £500, but the timescale of getting the service 
started was still unknown. 

He said: “Since it is the easiest way to get it 
started as soon as possible, it would have to be 
a timetabled route. 

“It could take an hour to loop through the 
route I am considering from Crewkerne, via 
Broadwindsor, via Netherbury, at least a cou¬ 
ple of times a day here and back and including 
Salway Ash as the end of the route for the hos¬ 
pital. 

“If it is considered worthwhile, we would then 
like to transmogrify into a bus club, which is a 
different animal all together and is basically a 
type of charity, but in doing so will enable us to 
take a modest fee from bus pass holders. 
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“The initial route unfortunately will have to 
take concessionary bus passes, so that means 
we do not get a full amount for each bus passen¬ 
ger, but the intention is to widen the service to 
the start of the day and nearer to the end of the 
day so to serve workers going into Bridport or 
Crewkerne.” 

Cllr Turner would like to see the service in¬ 
corporate and work with the community bus 
project currently being planned for Bridport. 

He added: “I believe it can be done and I 
would certainly like to see us tying in with 
Bridport - they are happy to co-operate with us 
as they have their own plans to incorporate vil¬ 
lages. 

“I hope we can coincide with whatever ser¬ 
vices they are doing and hopefully they may be 
able to contribute to help subsidise our service. 

“I hope it will be a really cooperative arrange¬ 
ment. 

“Hopefully the same can be done with South 
West Trains, maybe Crewkerne, maybe Broad¬ 
windsor might like to throw a bit into the mix 


which might help to make it a bit more sustain¬ 
able. 

“I hope for all your support in trying to get 
this on the road and obviously as soon as we 
can.” 

• FIRST have announced that from Sunday, 
December 24th to Tuesday, January 2nd, its 
buses - including the X51, X53 and 6 - will op¬ 
erate a Saturday service. 

But as the No 6 does not normally operate on 
a Saturday, the route will not run, but discus¬ 
sions between members of the Western Area 
Transport Action Group (WATAG) and First 
are continuing; members are hopeful there will 
be some buses between Bridport Hospital and 
Beaminster on December 27th, 28th and 29th. 

WATAG have submitted the following to First 
bus: “The service was introduced in its present 
form in October and needs time to establish 
passenger goodwill. 

“It is a Monday to Friday service. As a result 
of the decision to operate a Saturday service be¬ 
tween Christmas and New Year, residents of 
Beaminster will have no usefully timed ser¬ 
vices to and from Bridport for 10 days. 
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“During the same period, there will be no 
buses to and from Bridport Hospital. 

“Please can you look again at this route to see 
if you can make an exception to your general 
rule of offering a Saturday service on those 
days. 

“I know Dorset County Council is still explor¬ 
ing longer term options for this corridor. 

“While the present timetables are operating, 
there is great concern about the unreliability of 
connections at Beaminster between the 6 and 
the county council’s 40 journeys. 

“Stories of people stranded in Beaminster for 
two hours are eroding faith in the services and 
people are avoiding the bus because of this un¬ 
certainty. 

“This does not help the sustainability of ei¬ 
ther service.” 

First Bus was contacted for a comment but 
did not respond by the time of going to press.

Lottery funds benefit Dorset groups 


COMMUNITY groups in West 
Dorset are celebrating after re¬ 
ceiving a share of more than 
£5million in National Lottery 
Funding. 

The money, raised by players for 
good causes, is being distributed 
by the Big Lottery Fund and more 
than 250 projects in the south west 
will benefit. 

Chesil Bank Preschool has been 
awarded £4,277.29 to go towards 
building their capacity by extend¬ 
ing their opening hours. 

Litton Cheney Parish Council re¬ 
ceived £6,842.51 to improve the 
playground in the village. 

The project aims to encourage 
children to engage in exercise and 


lead a healthier lifestyle. 

Mediation Dorset, which is based 
in Poundbury, was awarded £9,225 
to train new volunteers to become 
community mediators, as well as 
to provide training for existing 
mediators, supporting more peo¬ 
ple to come together and resolve 
their issues. 

Weymouth College received 
£9,910 to train volunteers to help 
their neighbours learn IT skills 
and reduce digital exclusion, im¬ 
proving access to services. 

Piddle Valley First School was 
awarded £10,000 to create a variety 
of play areas for children, increas¬ 
ing local provision for play facili¬ 


ties and supporting children’s de¬ 
velopment. 

Wessex 4X4 Response, which of¬ 
fers a variety of services to local 
authorities, emergency services 
and volunteer agencies across 
Dorset, Wiltshire and Avon and 
Somerset, received £10,000. 

This will be used to purchase a 
trailer to offer services in extreme 
weather conditions. 

The project aims to build capac¬ 
ity for the organisation and im¬ 
prove local services for people 
who live in rural isolation. 

Relate Dorset and South Wilt¬ 
shire, based in Poundbury, was 
awarded £10,000 to refurbish toilet 
facilities in their community 


building. 

The project aims to bring the fa¬ 
cilities up to a higher standard 
and improve access for disabled 
users. 

James Harcourt, England grant 
making director at the Big Lottery 
Fund, said: “We are proud to be 
able to distribute National Lottery 
money to community projects that 
are making a real difference 
across the country. 

“It is amazing to see some of the 
incredible things people are mak¬ 
ing happen for themselves and the 
people around them. It really is 
life changing.” 


It only takes 
One Punch to 
devastate a life 


DORSET Police are launching a ‘One Punch’ 
campaign with the release of an emotive video 
to highlight the consequences of confrontation 
and violence. 

In 2016, the force dealt with almost 10,000 
crimes involving violence, with four people 
tragically losing their lives from injuries sus¬ 
tained by a single punch. 

Dorset Police are working with Dr Jonny 
Coxon on its #OnePunch campaign to highlight 
the dangers of being involved in violence after 
his brother, David Coxon, was tragically killed 
by a single punch while he was at a scooter 
rally at Sandford Holiday Park in March 2016. 

David was knocked to the ground by Jason 
James, an amateur boxer and roofer from New¬ 
ton Abbot in Devon, while the pair were visit¬ 
ing Dorset with other members of the Cider 
Commandos of Newton Abbot Scooter Club. 

James initially fled the scene before return¬ 
ing a few hours later to hand himself into offi¬ 
cers. Paramedics attended but sadly David was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

The court heard both the defendant and the 
victim had gone into the bushes to urinate 
when James ‘felt something warm’ on his leg 
and subsequently punched David. A post¬ 
mortem examination established that the cause 
of death was a head injury likely to have been 
caused by one event. 

James admitted manslaughter and was sen¬ 
tenced to four years in prison at Winchester 
Crown Court in April 2016. 

The #OnePunch campaign aims to encourage 
people who find themselves involved in a con¬ 
frontation or argument to stop, think about 
their actions and the potential consequences 
and walk away. 

It will include a series of videos released on 
social media along with bar mats and posters 
being given to licensed premises across Dorset 
to promote the campaign. Anyone arrested for 
common assault, actual bodily harm or 
grievous bodily harm will also be given a 
leaflet while in custody, giving them more in¬ 
formation about how the consequences of their 
actions could have resulted in tragedy. 

Dr Jonny Coxon, said: “Just after David died 
when all the tributes were coming in, I gen¬ 
uinely lost count of the number of times people 
described him as the ‘gentle giant’. We chose 
the words on his gravestone really carefully 
and I think the last few sum him up really well, 
it finishes - big man, big laugh, big heart. That 
was him. 

“Losing your brother is unimaginably devas¬ 
tating. I still get flashbacks of the last time

Mum and I saw his body lying in the morgue; 
cold and lifeless. That’s where we got to say our 
last goodbye. 

“If this campaign can help to drive home the 
destruction that comes from that one moment 
of losing self-control - the flying fist and sud¬ 
denly someone has potentially become a killer. 
If there is a hint of a chance that someone in 
that situation can remember something like 
this and pause, take a moment and walk away, 
I think lives can be changed and saved. 

“We don’t live in the movies and in real life, 
it can take just one punch and sometimes peo¬ 
ple just don’t get back up.” 

Superintendent Jared Parkin, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice, said; “We have been working with Dr 
Jonny Coxon to produce a series of videos to 
share over the coming weeks and I’m sure any¬ 
one watching them will get a real sense of the 
heartbreak and devastation this tragedy has 
caused the victim’s family. 

“A single act and that split second decision 
can cause devastating lasting damage to nu¬ 
merous lives. Last year, Dorset Police dealt 
with 9,868 crimes involving an element of vio¬ 
lence, any of which could have turned deadly. 

“Alcohol plays a major role in violent crime 
and national statistics show that 53 per cent of 
violent incidents involving adults were alco¬ 
hol-related, most commonly involving male 
victims. 

“At this time of the year we see more people 
heading out to celebrate, enjoying Christmas 
parties and socialising with colleagues who 
you often wouldn’t be out drinking with. We 
would encourage everyone to think about their 
actions and how easily a momentary decision 
can affect the rest of your life and potentially 
end others.” 


‘No Excuse’ prosecution 

A prolific driving offender has been handed 
a suspended prison sentence and driving 
ban for continuing to flout the law. 

He is the latest of a number of motorists 
who have been identified by Op Dragoon as 
high-risk drivers by Dorset Police’s No Ex¬ 
cuse team, targeted and brought to justice. 

Owen Hughes, 24, pictured, of Buttermar- 
ket in Poundbury, became an Op Dragoon 
target in February 2017 when he came to 
the attention of officers for driving without 
a licence. 

Since then, Hughes has been convicted of 
a large number of offences including three 
offences of driving with no licence, two of¬ 
fences of driving while disqualified and 
five offences of driving without insurance 
as well as failing to appear at court, taking 
a vehicle without consent, assaulting a po¬ 
lice officer and possession of cannabis. 

He last appeared at Weymouth Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on November 15th. He has ap¬ 
peared in court on five occasions and been 
sentenced to a total of 12-weeks prison sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, disqualified from 
driving for a total of two years, accumu¬ 
lated 12 penalty points on his licence and 
ordered to pay a total of £1,635 in fines and 
court costs. 

Police Sergeant Mark Farrow, of the No 
Excuse team, said: “Owen Hughes has con¬ 
tinued to drive throughout the Op Dragoon 
process and pose a risk to other road users. 
Despite the best efforts of officers, he sim¬ 
ply will not change his driving behaviour. 

“We act on the intelligence from the pub¬ 
lic to help us track and convict offenders. If 
you know of anyone committing a driving 
offence, please contact police urgently so 
we can deal with them robustly. Call 999 if 
a crime is in progress, alternatively contact

Operation Dragoon is Dorset Police’s di¬ 
rect response to identifying and dealing 
with risk drivers; including those driving 
under the influence of drink or drugs or 
driving illegally or inappropriately and 
who pose a serious risk to themselves as 
well as putting other drivers’ lives at risk. 
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Symondsbury school files complaint after 
latest Ofsted report demands improvement 


SYMONDSBURY Primary 
School has raised a “seri¬ 
ous complaint” against Of¬ 
sted following its most 
recent grading of ‘requires 
improvement’. 

The school, which was 
previously rated as ‘good’ 
in 2013, was inspected from 
October 31st to November 
1st but says it was carried 
out without proper pro¬ 
cess, quality standards or 
effective use of evidence. 

Praise is given by Ofsted 
for early years provision, 
the behaviour of children, 
the breadth of the curricu¬ 
lum and the way leader¬ 
ship understand, and act 
upon, actions needed for 
improvement. 

The teaching of reading 
and maths is commended, 
as are the better than aver¬ 
age results being achieved 
by pupils in these subjects 
and strong provision for 
children with special edu¬ 
cational needs. 

The report highlights the 
pupils’ lack of progress 
and achievement in writ¬ 
ing, inconsistency of teach¬ 
ing and following the 
school’s assessment policy, 
as well as the teaching 
being too variable with 
pupils not being clear 
about learning outcomes 
in lessons. 

Feedback from the chil¬ 
dren and parents is said to 
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show they are overwhelm¬ 
ingly happy with the 
school. 

The Ofsted inspection 
took place on the first day 
back after half-term and 
the school claims it re¬ 
ceived no formal notifica¬ 
tion that the inspection 
would take place. 

This, alongside the in¬ 
spection procedure, the 
way evidence was gath¬ 
ered and the overall judge¬ 
ment, are now the subject 
of a formal complaint. 

Headteacher Emma 
Roberts said: “Symonds¬ 
bury School genuinely 
welcomes scrutiny and 
transparency, but we are 
naturally surprised that 
unlike other schools, we 
received no proper warn¬ 
ing of the inspection. 

“Other standard aspects 
of the procedure were not 
carried out to usual Ofsted 
standards and we had a 
number of very serious 
concerns over the two days 
that the inspection wasn’t 
considering the full pic¬ 
ture at the school or all the 
evidence available so 
could not fully reflect the 
quality of what we deliver 
here.” 

The school’s formal com¬ 


plaint was lodged five days 
after the inspection and 
has been supported by 
local MP Sir Oliver 
Letwin, who wrote to Of¬ 
sted’s chief executive 
about the issues raised. 

Mrs Roberts added: “We 
were very disappointed 
with the judgement overall 
because we believe we 
have clear evidence that 
our school overall is ‘good’, 
in line with Ofsted’s own 
published standards. 

“We absolutely recognise 
where we need to improve 
and have a lot of very act¬ 
ive plans in place to addr¬ 
ess areas for development, 
in particular writing, 
where - like many schools 
in Dorset - we have had 
difficulty in the past. 

“However, we have very 
clear data that shows 
strong improvement in 
this area, as well as a 
range of evidence that 
tracks the effectiveness of 
our teaching. 

“We have very positive 
and professional staff who 
are also saddened at the re¬ 
port’s failure to fully ac¬ 
knowledge the work being 
done in our school and 
who naturally feel disap¬ 
pointed about the way in 
which it was handled. 

“While we felt obliged to 
raise the complaint, and 
we hope this will be taken 


on board by Ofsted, we are 
also focussing on learning 
from this inspection pro¬ 
cess and moving forwards. 

“Our emphasis is always 
on our pupils, who are 
about to embark on a busy 
period of Christmas activi¬ 
ties and celebration, and 
we will continue to chal¬ 
lenge ourselves to deliver 
the very best teaching and 
learning, and the most re¬ 
warding experience for 
our children every day.” 

Chairman of governors, 
George Streatfeild, said: 
“Symondsbury School is 
run in such a way that we 
are happy to open our 
doors to inspection and 
scrutiny at any time, and 
we have very high stan¬ 
dards that we set for our¬ 
selves. 

“Our governors are rig¬ 
orous in the scrutiny of 
what is going on within 
the school and, as such, we 
are totally prepared for an 
Ofsted inspection. 

“What we were not pre¬ 
pared for was the way in 
which our recent inspec¬ 
tion was carried out; the 
lack of due or fair process, 
the insufficient engage¬ 
ment with all the evidence 
available, including a sur¬ 
prisingly short amount of 
time being spent with 
pupils or in classrooms, 
and the inaccurate nature 


of many aspects of the re¬ 
port. 

“We want to be able to re¬ 
ceive an Ofsted report that 
is a useful document for 
the school to act upon and 
use as a tool for improve¬ 
ment and for parents to be 
able to use when under¬ 
standing our strengths and 
weaknesses. 

“Sadly, we have no confi¬ 
dence at all in the accuracy 
of the judgements made 
about Symondsbury and 
we have been compelled to 
raise this at the very high¬ 
est level through formal 
complaint. 

“I cannot praise the staff 
at the school enough for 
the way in which they 
have handled this process 
so far, from their excep¬ 
tional response to a highly 
irregular and unexpected 
Ofsted visit to their atti¬ 
tude towards the subse¬ 
quent judgement and 
report. 

“Parents and pupils have 
also been marvellous in 
the way they responded to 
the inspection.” 

An Ofsted spokesperson 
said: “While we do not 
comment on specific cases, 
any complaints about in¬ 
spections are taken very 
seriously and will be thor¬ 
oughly investigated in line 
with our published com¬ 
plaints procedure.”

Problems with cancelling unwanted subscriptions 



A S PART of the recent National Consumer 
Week, Citizens Advice highlighted the 
problems that many people have when 
they want to cancel subscriptions for services 
they no longer require. 

It has found that often a company initially re¬ 
fuses to allow customers to stop paying for un¬ 
wanted subscriptions like gym memberships, 
television, insurance and online streaming ser¬ 
vices. 

Citizens Advice has warned that while it may 
be easy to sign up for these services, they can be 
difficult to get out of and have urged all con¬ 
sumers to make sure they are aware of the terms 
and conditions of any contract before agreeing to 
make regular payments. 

It pointed out that under the Consumer Rights 
Act 2015, businesses are not allowed to enforce 
terms on consumers that are unfair and urged 
companies to act responsibly when customers 
wanted to stop making regular payment for a ser¬ 
vice they no longer require. 

Citizens Advice is also very concerned about 
the level of overcharging for home insurance 
policies and says that new research it has carried 
out shows that charging loyal customers more 
than new ones is a market-wide practice. 

It has found that companies often make large 
hikes in premiums when customers renew their 
policies and believe that as a result up to 13m 
households in the UK are probably being over¬ 
charged. 

Among people over 65 around 40 per cent of 
them have had their home insurance policy for 
over five years. 

This means that they could be paying 70 per 
cent more than a new customer would for the 
same policy. 

For someone with the cheapest policy for build¬ 
ings and contents insurance this could on aver¬ 
age amount to an additional charge of £110 every 
year. 

The Financial Conduct Authority produced 
new rules earlier this year aimed at helping con¬ 


sumers by making it a requirement for compa¬ 
nies to specifically inform customers when they 
came to renew their policy exactly what they had 
been charged in the previous year. 

But Citizens Advice believes that many home 
insurance providers are not fully complying with 
the regulations and wants them to work with the 
Financial Conduct Authority to protect vulnera¬ 
ble people from suffering a “loyalty penalty.” 

Gillian Guy, the chief executive of Citizens Ad¬ 
vice, commented: “Home insurance companies 
are taking advantage of people’s loyalty, and it is 
older people who are suffering the most. 

“The Financial Conduct Authority must stop 
home insurance providers overcharging cus¬ 
tomers. Vulnerable customers are the hardest hit 
and must be protected from this unfair practice.” 

Bridport and District Citizens Advice has en¬ 
sured that all its volunteer advisers have been 
fully briefed on the new Universal Credit system 
which is being introduced in West Dorset during 
December. 

Specialist caseworkers are being appointed so 
that anyone who is having problems can be ad¬ 
vised whether they are eligible for Universal 
Credit and helped with making a claim. 

Help can also be provided on how to apply for 
emergency and discretionary payments and the 
possibility of obtaining a charitable grant. 

The offices of Citizens Advice in South Street, 
Bridport, are open on weekdays from 10am to 
3pm and anyone is welcome to attend to obtain 
free, confidential and impartial advice. 

It also runs sessions at St Michael’s Business 
Centre in Lyme Regis from 10am to 3pm on 
Wednesdays and at the Yarn Barton Community 
Centre in Beaminster on Thursdays from 
12.30pm to 3pm. 

Over the Christmas and New Year period the of¬ 
fices in Bridport will be closed from midday on 
Friday, December 22nd and reopen at 10am on 
Tuesday, January 2nd. 

There will be no sessions at Lyme Regis or 
Beaminster between Christmas and New Year.

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Worries over levels of 
council staff morale 


CONCERNS over the morale of 
West Dorset District Council staff 
and officers amid the proposed re¬ 
organisation of local government, 
have been raised by a Beaminster 
town councillor. 

Cllr Robin Cheeseman shared 
his fears with district councillor 
for Beaminster, Peter Barrowcliff, 
at a recent town council meeting. 

He said that the rationalisation 
of staff was causing high work¬ 
loads and delays in some areas - 
such as planning and land 
charges. 

He also said that amalgamating 
district council services with 
those of Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council and North 
Dorset District Council to form a 
tri-council partnership - as well as 
the possibility of the creation of 
two unitary authorities in the 
county from 2019 - have had a neg¬ 
ative impact. 

However, Cllr Barrowcliff felt 
that the morale was good and 
there was not a morale issue. 

He said: “Clearly as integration 
takes place - May 2019 is when it 
starts - then there might be ratio¬ 
nalisation of offices or moving real 
estate or sharing jobs or consoli¬ 
dating departments, then clearly it 
will be a time of significant change 
for the staff of all the councils in¬ 
volved. 

“Management are very clearly 
aware of that and they will do ev¬ 
erything possible to manage ex¬ 
pectations of the workforce... 
hopefully it won’t be a painful pro¬ 


cess. There is a lot of change com¬ 
ing up, which has been well sig¬ 
nalled and I hope it is not going to 
be too disruptive.” 

Cllr Barrowcliff reported that the 
land charges backlog is now down 
50 per cent from last year and 
work is ongoing to improve the 
waiting time and turnaround of 
planning applications. 

Cllr Cheeseman said he didn’t 
agree that there wasn’t a morale 
issue at the council as he has con¬ 
tacts within the council. 

He said: “I know they have been 
through an awful lot of change 
with the amalgamation of West 
Dorset and Weymouth & Portland 
and then joining together with 
North Dorset, so there has been a 
lot of job re-evaluation and all that 
sort of thing. 

“So I know that morale in certain 
areas is not as good as it might be, 
which I think has a dramatic effect 
on the productivity. 

“The important thing is to sort it 
out and move forward and it looks 
as though we are going down the 
unitary route, which may have 
some benefits, but there are a lot of 
problems on the way and you have 
already got problems and I can 
only see it getting worse.” 

Cllr Barrowcliff recognised 
changes to the council - if the uni¬ 
tary authorities are adopted - will 
be unsettling for staff, but they 
will continue to deliver services in 
the best way they can.

Council to invest £lm 
in new social workers 



COUNCILLORS have agreed 
to invest £lm to recruit an ad¬ 
ditional 20 experienced chil¬ 
dren’s social workers in 
Dorset. 

Dorset County Council 
needs more social workers to 
help reduce the number of 
children in care and bring 
down caseloads for existing 
staff, so they can focus more 
on changing families’ lives. 

Like most of the country, 
Dorset is seeing increasing de¬ 
mand for children’s social 
care and is tackling this by fo¬ 
cusing its efforts more on pre¬ 
vention and early help. 

Members of the Cabinet 
agreed to fund the additional 
jobs. Cllr Steve Butler, Cabi¬ 
net member for children’s ser¬ 
vices, said: “It’s right that 
we’re investing additional 
money into recruiting more 
children’s social workers. If 
we want to reduce the number 
of children going into care, we 
need to give our staff more 
time to work closely with fam¬ 
ilies so they can really make a 
difference. The more social 
workers we have, the more 
manageable our caseloads will 
become, meaning there’s more 
time to change children’s lives 
for the better.” 

The council has also been 


awarded £2m from the Depart¬ 
ment for Education to fund a 
unique learning and develop¬ 
ment programme aimed at its 
children’s social work teams. 

Called Reinvigorating Social 
Work, it’s about helping social 
workers build relationships 
that will make a positive dif¬ 
ference to children and fami¬ 
lies who need help. 

Cllr Butler added: “Investing 


time and resources into our 
social workers’ development 
will mean better outcomes for 
children across the county - 
which is ultimately what this 
is all about.”

New apprentices 

DORSET County Council is set to take on six 
new apprentices by the end of the year as part 
of its drive to increase the scheme. 

Already this year, 37 apprentices started 
with the council in a variety of roles, including 
jobs in highway, libraries, transport planning, 
administration and countryside services. 

This is a 76 per cent increase in the number 
of apprentices working their way towards na¬ 
tional qualifications compared to 2016, and 
the council expect the number to increase 
further over the next year as more vacancies 
are being turned into apprenticeships and 
staff are given opportunities to develop new 
skills. 

The Governments vision is to increase the 
quality and quantity of apprenticeships in 
England to three million by 2020, and has al¬ 
located 2.5bn to achieve the goal. 

The money will be spent on the training re¬ 
quired for apprentices and should encourage 
employers to take on more people in jobs 
working towards recognised qualifications. 

Deborah Croney, Cabinet member for econ¬ 
omy, education, learning and skills, said: "Na¬ 
tionally there has been a sharp decline in the 
number of apprentices, but the council is 
bucking the trend and using changes intro¬ 
duced by the Government through the ap¬ 
prenticeship levy to maximise jobs and 
training opportunities. 

"Our apprenticeship scheme offers people 
the opportunity to learn new skills and gain 
valuable work experience that they need for 
the future. 

"Not only does it offer a clear career path to 
young people, but it also gives staff and adults 
returning to work an opportunity to change 
career, or progress with additional training in 
their chosen field. 

"Our workforce is our greatest asset, and we 
are committed to invest and create more op¬ 
portunities both for our existing staff and new 
people to train on the job. 

"We hope that others will look at what is hap¬ 
pening in Dorset as a model for how to help 
people find new opportunities and skills."

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New lighting scheme to bring 
the ’magic’ back to Weymouth 


PLANS to create a new seafront lighting 
scheme for Weymouth Promenade have 
moved a step closer following a series of pub¬ 
lic engagement events and a design brief 
inviting artists to express interest in design¬ 
ing the new scheme. 

The design brief has been approved this 
morning by Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council’s Management Committee. 

Weymouth residents and visitors were in¬ 
vited to express their feeling through a ques¬ 
tionnaire on the existing lighting scheme and 
how the look and feel of the lighting could be 
improved. The engagement sessions were 
run by Dorset Coast Forum, an independent 
strategic coastal partnership which is coordi¬ 
nating a portfolio of 18 projects including the 
Weymouth Promenade Lighting project; all 
18 have received funding from the Coastal 
Communities Fund, and have community 
input at their heart. 

Over 880 people completed the question¬ 
naire either at one of the four engagement 
sessions or on-line. Forty-two per cent of peo¬ 
ple who responded said they like ‘fairy’ or tra¬ 
ditional catenary lights because they are 
colourful, warm, welcoming, traditional and 
that people have an emotional attachment to 
this type of lighting. Other design features 
people said they would like to see included in 
the new scheme were; cost-effective, environ¬ 
mentally friendly lighting, LED technology, 
and the lighting should fit in with the her¬ 
itage and Georgian architecture of the sea 
front. 

Dorset Coastal Connections Project Officer 


Nikki Parker-Goadsby said: “We were de¬ 
lighted to see that so many people came along 
to the engagement events, or gave their views 
through the website. The community’s ideas, 
thoughts and preferences are now outlined in 
the design brief with the next exciting step 
being to commission an artist to create a new 
scheme that meets the aspirations of the Wey¬ 
mouth community”. 

Since the community engagement in Aug- 
Oct 2017 the project team have been research¬ 
ing the technical aspects of lighting along the 
seafront; and it has now been confirmed that 
the County Council owned street lighting 
columns along the esplanade are unable to 
take the weight of a catenary lighting system. 
Also, the promenade’s status as a Conserva¬ 
tion Area means that additional ‘clutter’ must 
be kept to a minimum. The new lighting 
scheme must complement the existing prom¬ 
enade lighting and any alterations to the ex¬ 
isting scheme are beyond the scope of this 
project. 

Nicky Whittenham, Founding Director of 
Bounce Back Arts who will be coordinating 
the commissioning of an artist said; 

“I think it’s a great, creative solution to use 
modern, lightweight technology in celebra¬ 
tion of the promenade’s heritage, which 
evokes the atmosphere, views and image that 
people feel was lost when the old fairy lights 
went. I feel confident that the artist’s creative 
journey - taken in an ongoing partnership 
with the local community - will result in a 
beautiful and joyful scheme to be enjoyed by 
all, and which once more secures the prom’s 


position as the jewel in Weymouth’s crown.” 

The design brief was approved by the Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council’s Man¬ 
agement Committee on December 12th (the 
call-in period will end on December 21st after 
which the decision taken by the committee is 
confirmed). 

Cllr Richard Kosior, Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council’s Briefholder for Tourism, 
Culture and Harbour, said: “I’d like to thank 
all residents who took the time to attend one 
of the drop in sessions or had their say online. 
After today’s approval at the Management 
Committee we look forward to appointing a 
designer to work up exciting, detailed propos¬ 
als for the new lighting scheme for Wey¬ 
mouth’s historic seafront. The chosen artist 
will be working closely with the relevant en¬ 
gineering departments who have the exper¬ 
tise, experience and local knowledge to 
ensure a correct and timely installation.” 

The successful artist will join the Project 
Team in April 2018 and will reach out to the 
community again for their involvement in 
helping to shape the final design. The agreed 
design will likely be subject to planning per¬ 
mission, and once this is secured and appro¬ 
priate contractors are in place, final 
installation of the scheme is planned for 
spring 2019.

Car driven at staff 
on nightclub door 

A DORSET teenager has been arrested on 
suspicion of attempted murder after a car 
was driven at nightclub doorstaff. 

Dorset Police received a report at 
2.19am on Tuesday, December 12th, of a 
serious assault outside Halo nightclub on 
Exeter Road in Bournemouth between 
staff members and two men. 

It was reported that a short time before 
the assault took place, the two men had 
an altercation with staff members of the 
nightclub before leaving the area. 

The two men then allegedly returned to 
the nightclub in a black Vauxhall Corsa 
and drove directly at staff members. 

The road was closed from Gervis Place 
to the nightclub and a cordon put in place 
to allow officers to thoroughly examine 
the scene. 

As a result of the incident three men 
have sustained injuries which are not be¬ 
lieved to be life-threatening or life-chang¬ 
ing. 

A 19-year-old man from Blandford has 
been arrested on suspicion of attempted 
murder and a driving offence. A 21-year- 
old Poole man has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of assault. They are both currently 
assisting officers with their enquiries. 

More police on the streets 

THERE is going to be a stronger police 
presence in Dorset this Christmas. 

Armed officers are being deployed to 
patrol key locations, although the public 
are not being told where. 

Dorset Police stress the decision is not 
in response to an increase in threat level 
or a reaction to any specific threat. 

Armed officers will be carrying long 
armed weapons and will also have sup¬ 
port from the dog unit. 

Chief Superintendent Jim Nye said: 
"We've taken a decision over this festive 
period to make sure the public are reas¬ 
sured by having armed officers patrol 
key events. So it's about reassurance, it's 
not to scare anyone.” 

New Year’s Eve buses 

MORE New Year's Eve party goers in 
Weymouth will be able to get home by bus. 
Weymouth BID has been in talks with 
First Bus Dorset about providing an ex¬ 
tended service in the early hours of New 
Year's Day. 

Steve Newstead, said "We're delighted 
to be working with First Group to offer 
this special New Year's Eve service. It's 
great that First passengers will have 
buses running late into the night as the 
town celebrates the New Year. By offer¬ 
ing this alternative travel option, we 
hope that it'll encourage revellers to 
leave their cars at home if they're having 
a drink, as well as giving them a safer op¬ 
tion opposed to walking."

The festive season Js now upon us and with it comes work nights out 
and an opportunity to batch up with friends and family. But for all 
too many, it's tempting to ruin the celebrations by driving home 
after a couple of drinks. 


I N THE last 50 years road casualties 
h caused by drink driving have faljen 
dramatically, but in 2014, there were 
still 240 deaths due to drink driving - 
accounting for 14% of all road fatalities. 
By drinking and driving, you risk your life, 
those of your passengers and others on 
the road. 

Any amount of alcohol affects your 
ability to drive. 


DRINK DRIVING 


• Don't drink and drive, .the only safe 
limit is none. 

• You can still be over the limit the 
morning after. 

• Drink and drug driving does cost lives. 

• Get caught drink driving and you will 
be treated like any other criminal. 

• A drink driving conviction will stay on 

your licence for 11 years. 

• Program a phone number for a 
licensed taxi company into your mobile 
phone before you go out. 

• If you are caught drink driving you will 
be required to attend court where you 
could face a fine, be banned from driving 
or imprisoned. 


There are strict alcohol limits for UK 
drivers: 

In England, Wales and Northern Ireland, 
the legal alcohol limit for drivers is: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine 

In Scotland (from 5 December 2014) the 
legal alcohol limit for drivers is lower at: 

• 22 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 50 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 67 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine. 

However it is not possible to say how 
much alcohol you can drink and stay 
below the limit. The way alcohol affects 
you depends on: 

• Your weight, age, sex and metabolism 
(the rate your body uses energy) 

• The type and amount of alcohol 
you're drinking 

• What yqu've eaten recently 

• Your stress levels at the time 


THINK! Advice 


Beware the morning after 

You could be over the legal limit many 
hours after your last drink, even if it’s the 
'morning after'. Sleep, coffee and cold 
showers don't help to sober you up - time 
is the only way to get alcohol out of your 
system.

However, this list does not reflect the 
everyday consequences of being caught 
drink driving which can include: 

• Increase in car insurance costs 

• Job loss 

• Trouble getting in to countries 
like the USA 

• The shame of having a criminal record 

• Loss of independence 

The Institute of Advanced Motorists 
calculate that a drink drive conviction 
could cost between £20,000 - £50,000 
as a result of fines, solicitors fees, 
increase in car insurance and loss of job.

‘LOST’ folk singing star Shirley 
Collins will be the special guest at 
an acclaimed documentary being 
shown at Bridport’s Electric 
Palace on Saturday, December 
23rd at 2pm. 

The Ballad of Shirley Collins, 
which had its world premiere at 
the 2017 BFI London Film Festi¬ 
val, will be followed by a special 
Q&A with the singer and the 
film’s producer, Paul Williams. 

It’s all part of Bridport Winter 
Solstice Festival at the Palace, 
which sees The Dhol Foundation 
hosting a Bollywood Night on the 
shortest day - Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 21st - and folk sensations 
Show of Hands going back to 
their Wessex roots on Friday, De¬ 
cember 22nd. 

Alongside her sister Dolly, 
Shirley stood at the epicentre of 
the folk music revival during the 
1960s and 1970s. But in 1980 she 
developed a disorder of the vocal 
chords known as dysphonia, 
which robbed her of her unique 
singing voice and forced her into 
early retirement. 

Says reviewer Cath Clarke in 
The Guardian. “In a tale of treach¬ 
ery and tragedy straight out of a 
ballad, the English folk singer 
Shirley Collins dramatically lost 
her voice on stage in the late 70s. 

“Her husband had just her left 
for another woman, who’d taken 


to showing up at Collins’s gigs - 
rubbing salt in the wounds by 
wearing the offending ex’s 
jumpers.” 

Humiliated, Collins opened her 
mouth but nothing came out. 

‘He undid me. I should have got 
angry, but I got heartbroken,’ she 
explains in this portrait of the 
artist as an older and wiser woman. 

Diagnosed with dysphonia, 
Collins dropped off the folk map 
until, aged 82, she released a come¬ 
back album, Lodestar, last year. 

With the help of old letters, yel¬ 
lowing photos, audio recordings 
and old home-movie footage, 
Collins recalls her life - with ad¬ 
ditional interviews by adoring 
young folk singers, plus come¬ 
dian Stewart Lee. 

“I like lots of different music 
and Shirley’s in the top ten of all 
artists for me, irrespective of 
what they’re supposed to be clas¬ 
sified as,” he says. 

Shirley told an interviewer: 
“Singing English folk songs is as 
crucial to me as walking the 
Sussex landscape, where the foot¬ 
prints of our ancestors are every¬ 
where. 

“When I sing, I feel past genera¬ 
tions standing behind me - and I 
hope I’m a conduit for them - those 
farm labourers and their wives 
who kept the songs going for us. 

“The songs are social history 


and their beauty and power unde¬ 
niable.” 

Rob Curry and Tim Plester’s 
documentary sets out to explore 
the story behind the icon, and 
chronicles Shirley’s battle, at the 
grand old age of 80, to rediscover 
that voice she lost so many years 
previously. 

The film offsets this contempo¬ 
rary journey with a more literal 
one taken from the other end of 
her life, and makes fertile use of 
authentic 1959 audio-archive to 
recount the tale of Shirley’s sem¬ 
inal road-trip around America’s 
Deep South alongside her then- 


lover (and pre-eminent ethnomu- 
sicologist) Alan Lomax. 

The film eschews a straightfor¬ 
ward biopic approach and mind¬ 
fully sidesteps any ‘rockumentary’ 
talking-heads. Instead, the film¬ 
makers offer a meditative and 
richly-textured piece of portrai¬ 
ture, one which uses Shirley’s 
story as a prism through which to 
explore and reflect upon themes of 
heritage, posterity and the true an¬ 
cestral melodies of the people.
